cupants. 
In most of the corn belt and west- 
ern states, changes ranged from IO 
to 15 per cent. 
I ho chief cause of the turnover is 
believed by agricultural experts to 
be the attractiveness of new land, 
which in the past bas set up waves 
of migration among the farm popula­ 
tion. 
Another cause is seen in the 
extent to which farm land has been 
bought and sold for investment and 
speculation. 
In addition, the rapid 
industrialization of the United Stares 
besides producing a steady rn. ve- 
ment of population 
to 
the 
cities 
brings about constant changes in 
market opportunities 
and 
necessi­ 
tates readjustments in systems of 
farming and in sizes of farms, while 
different classes of farmers in this 
country move in considerable num­ 
ber from one agricultural state to 
another. 
The great fluidity 
of 
American 
economic and social life, the experts 
say, also tends to create conditions 
which make for shifting, since far- 
titers dissatisfied with the land they 
occupy are not deterred from moving 
by the risk of not finding 
another 
J mediately available. 
Some shut- 
ir.g is more or less aimless, they con­ 
cede, but much of the fluidity repre­ 
sents economic and social readjust­ 
ment.
